EciTon Colonist. — HavijUg for several 
years taken a great interest m' Base Ball 

elsewhere, I have looked forward with 

pleasure to the match that took place to- 
day, but I must say that I was disappoint- 
ed' in my expectations of seeing shari) 
])lay. 1 was not ,'avorably impressed witli 
the' Olympics when I heard of their chal- 
lenge, after having been beaten twice in 
one season by tho same Club. It looked 
as though thoy did not feel tho disgrace 
of being beaten; but it is to bebo])odthat 
they will not, if it is only for tho credit of 
Victoria, throw down the gauntlet again 
until they know how to handle a liall.

"Ho (the pitcher) must esjiecially possess 
a full command of tli(^ ]5all on di'livery," 
&c." Now I observed that there was 
scarcely a ball delivered where the Um- 
pire called for it, simply bocauso tho 
l)itclior had no control over it. 

It was very amusing to see bow the 
Washiugtons knocked tin.' ball, especially 
in the eighth innings, and groat credit is 
due them for running up such a^Bcore (iii 
such po(U' pitithiug. 

A word on fielding. In order to bo a 
good fielder n player should never bo 
afraid of his shins. The fielders to-day 
seemed to ho. vicing withcacli other who 
couldlot the most balls go past them;

of stojjping it. Take a lesson from tho 
Washingtous in that respect. Another 
point or two before I stop. Lot every 
man get his position on tho field and play 
that position, and not, as I observed to- 
day, have three or four scrambling after 
the ball to see who shall get it first. Learn 
to throw. By not throwing well nmuy 
of tho Washingt<ins got the 1st Baso, 
whereas if tho ball had been anywhere 
within reach the First Baseman would 
have caught it. Learn to catch. This 
ajjplios more especially to tho out field. 
Learn to steal runs, for that is Iiow the 
Washingtons made tho greater jiart of 
their score. .-Vbove all, if yon have not yet 
found it out, now learn that you .are not 
eompotent to pla^- with a first-class club. 

I liope, !Mr. Editor, that I am not en- 
croaching on your s))ace too much, but 
something like this I tliought would do 
the hoys good.
